Alas for the day! for the day of the 

Lord is at hand, and as a destruction 

from the Almighty shall it come.— 
Joel 1:15,

He con- 
tinues “the day, the day of the 
Lord is at hand * * * a destruc- 
tion from the Almighty. What 
did Joel see that made him cry 
out with ar apprehension of 
danger “Alas”? He saw three 
very destructive agents as in- 
sects, drouth and fire. First the 
destructive pests in the form of 
the palmerworms, the locust, 
the cankerworm and the cat- 
erpillar, these have such de- 
structive! ability that Joel re- 
fers to them as having the 
cheek teeth of a great lion. He 
further states that this great 
destructive army shall bay*k the 
fig tree, making it clean bare, 
that which oné army of these 
destroying insects or pests fail 
to devour the other will get. 
Generations Past Had Never

At verse 10 he says, The field 
is wasted. tire and. nourneth: 
the corn is wasted:, the new 
Wine is dried up, the oil lan- 
guisheth. Why is this? Because 
these destructive pests have 
ruined and blighted the trees 
and the vines. At verse 11 he 
says, “howl * * * for the wheat 
and for the barley; because the

The Great Drouth 


Joel proceeds to. state 
further, The seed is rotten _.un- 
der their clods, the garners are 
laid desolate, the barns are 
broken down; for the corn is 
withered. This brings to a dif- 
| ferent phase of the approaching 
day of the Lord. Why are the 
barns broken down? For the 
reason that they do not need 
them for storing their crops, 
because the most of the seed 
failed to germinate and grow 
and that which comes up with- 
ers away. The pastures parch 
and fail, the rivers and streams 
dry up, this continues to such a 
time that vegetation will become 
easily ignited and will burn with 
such rapidity that it will go be- 
yond all earthly control, then 
as Joel says at verse 19. O Lord, 
to thee will | cry: for the _fire 
hath devoured the pastures of 
the wilderness, and the flame 
hath burned all the trees of the 
field, then will the beasts groan, 
the cattle will be perplexed and 
the flocks of sheep shall be des- 
olate. Why is this? Because of 
‘the destruction of the pastures, 
caused by the drouth and the 
fires. : 

This statement is followed 
with the second chapter which 
is really a continuation of the 
first. In this is a call to sound 
an alarm, calling for all the in- 
habitants of the land to tremble, 
then tells why they should trem- 
ble, because that the day of the 
Lord is at hand. This should be 
enough to make those who are 
away from God, tremble. 

It is really marvelous that 
while farmers, gardners and 
fruit growers have been earnest- 
ty contending with ‘the great 
army of destructible pests, that 
while they sigh and hope for 
‘relief, - here comes a drouth 
followed by great forest fires 
which have destroyed millions 
of trees, also pastures, causing 
suffering to cattle, sheep, hogs 
and of other property as well as 
human beings. ere

Is this the day of the Lord?

Sand Storms, Growing 
Cotton — Journey to 
Greenville, S. C.—En- 
route to-Assembly

Some time ago I made a re- 
port of our experiences in the 
West, and promised to continue 
same. As well as I remember | 
closed with our visit to the 
State meeting of the Assembly; 
of God people at Dallas. From 
there we journeyed northward 
and westward over the entire 
northwestern part of Texas. 
When you think of Texas you 
must remember you are think- 
ing of a territory larger than 
both the Carolinas, Ga., Fila. 

| Ala, and Tenn. 

We found many strange and 
' peculiar conditions and circum- 
stances. There is no castle in 
society on the plains. The mil- 
ionaire’s son or daughter in 
seeking a companion usually 
chooses a young man or lady of 
good morals from the poorer 
classes rather than marry each 
othér, The wealthy dress like 
the common people. You fre- 
quently see a man worth Lis 
thousands, at church in over- 
alls. Religious differences do 
not affect society as it does here 
in the Hast. 

The impatient farmer who 
plows his farm early, before the 
high spring winds are over 
awakes some morning to find 
his well prepared soil gone, 
while his more careful neighbor 
awakes to find his unbroken 
soil buried with the soil of his 
smart neighbor. One man plants 
a week too early and gets his 
crop ‘up just in time for it to 
be destroyed by a sand storm, 
and before he can plant over, 
his season is gone and he can’t 
get his crop up and makes a 
failure, while his neighbor 
plants just a day or two later 
and gets his crop up just a day 
lor two after the destructive 
' storm and makes an abundant 
crop. 

‘Hail will destroy one man’s 
crop while the adjoining farms 
are unhurt. Everything is 
freighted with uncertaint, “ne 
man on the plains can cultivate 
from two to three hundred acres 
of cotton. They bed the land 
high, plant between the beds 
and never hoe or chop the cot- 
ton. They prepare, plant, and 
cultivate with double row plows. 
They gather the cotton by strip- 
ping the stalks through the 
fingers putting every thing that 
‘comes off in the sack it is 
threshed separated and then 
ginned. It takes from twenty- 
two totwenty eight hundred 
pounds of this rough cotton to 
make a bale. Many families 
live in dugouts, (a hole in the 
ground with a flat cover over 
it). 

About the last of April we 
packed our cars and started on 
our journey to Greenville, S. C. 
Our car registered nearly two 
thousand miles. The second day 
one of our cars ran intoa gale 
which completely demolished 
the top. We hada very en- 
joyable trip back. Good weather 
and no sickness. At Corinth, 
Miss. a breakdown and only 
seventeen dollars on hand made 
it impossible to proceed further. 
A wire message to dear Brother 
Lee and Llewellyn brought relief 











and our Journey was resumed. 
A few dhys'b us to Cleve- 
hours which was spent in a very

‘port. We were asked, not long 
‘Since, by a brother why we had 
never written a report of this 
‘trip, We wrote of our prosper- 
ous journey down the East 
Coast as far as Miami, before 


When we landed on the 
‘shores of beautiful Miami, called 
“World’s Winter Play Ground,” 
we, Brother and Sister Clint 
Chambers, Sister Vivian Ha- 
worth and I were most royally 
entertained in the homes of 
PP: W. 
Hadsock and others. We _ re- 
ceived hearty co-operation by 
both pastors and members at 
Miami and Cocoanut Grove 
Churches. Both Churches re- 
sponded with liberal offerings 
for the homeless and neglected. 
Also many outside friends gave 
us personal donations, The only 
unenjoyable feature about it 
was; the day to depart came all 
too soon. 

We nad the privilege while 
here to visit the ruins of the 
tornado, just a few miles from 
Miami, in which our dear Sister 
Simpson and son were killed. 
We attended the funeral of 
same which was so very sad and 
impressive. 

While looking over the ruins 
of the terrible cyclone I was 
struck with awe at the conduct 
of some of,the onlookers. While 
viewing the pictures of horror 
and sorrow they would dare be 
impudent enough to take God’s 
walking with 
stretched forth neck and wan- 
ton spirits.

Also had other good 
friends there and they seemed 
glad to learn of the orphanage 
work. They were liberal in 
their offerings for same. 

We spent afew nights at 
Nocatee, finding the people 
ready for every good work, and 
did not have to stay long. We 
enjoyed being entertained in the 
homes of the pastor, Brother 
Sullivan and Brother Sowell, 
who gave us a hearty welcome. 

I was very much impressed 
at this place when the frogs 
came to Church and took a high 
seat on the organ, which 
was far better than you could 
get some people to do in some 
places; it almost takes block 
and rope to get them to the 
front, but Nocatee is to the 
front. They did not have their 
tabernacle completed but we 
believe they have a mansion in 
the sky.
